Federal report rips 
oil well inspectors 

Says they provide little oversight, often break ethics rules

WASHINGTON BP readied yet another attempt to slow the oil 
gushing into the Gulf on Tuesday as a government report alleged 
that drilling regulators have been so close to the industry that they 
have been accepting gifts from oil and gas companies and even ne- 
gotiating to go work for them. 

President Obama prepared to head to the Gulf on Friday to re- 
view efforts to halt the disastrous flow. 

Scientists said underwater video of the leak showed the plume 
growing significantly darker, suggesting heavier, more-polluting 
oil is spewing out. 

BP’s next effort to stop the gushing oil well, perhaps Wednes- 
day is to involve a procedure called a “top kill,” in which heavy 
mud and cement are to be shot into the well to plug it up. The pro- 
cedure has never been tried a mile beneath the sea, and company 
executives estimate its chances of success at 6o to 70 percent. 

In Washington, the Obama administration said it has been la- 


boring to root out problems at the agency that regulates offshore 
drilling. 

In at least one case, according to a new report from the Inte- 
rior Department’s acting inspector general, an inspector for the 
Minerals Management Service admitted using crystal metham- 
phetamine and said he might have been under the influence of the 
drug the next day at work. 

The report cites a variety of violations of federal regulations and 
ethics rules at the agency’s Louisiana office. Previous inspector 
general investigations have focused on inappropriate behavior by 
the royalty-coUection staff in the agency’s Denver office. 

The report adds to the climate of frustration and criticism fac- 
ing the Obama administration in the monthlong oil spill disaster 
in the Gulf of Mexico, although it covers actions before the spill. 
Millions of gallons of oil are gushing into the Gulf, endangering 
wildlife and the livelihoods of fishermen, as scrutiny intensifies on 
a lax regulatory climate.

Couple found in debris 


Two in their 70s discovered buried aiive in home fiiied with trash

David O’Neal hadn’t seen his sister for six 
to eight years. 

Then Monday night, her neighbor called 
him with unbelievable news: Thelma Gas- 
ton and her husband, Jesse— both in their 
70s— had been found buried alive under 
mounds of trash and debris in their Grand 
Crossing home, after possibly as long as 
three weeks. 

“I was surprised. I wanted to come to 
Chicago as soon as possible,” said O’Neal, 
who lives in the Seattle area. “I love and 
care about her.” 

A fire official on the scene said the 
couple had not been heard from for three 
weeks, and Thelma Gaston, 75, had injuries 
that resembled rat bites. Both she and Jes- 
se Gaston, 76, were taken to Jackson Park 
Hospital in critical condition, but a nurse 


there said Tuesday morning that their con- 
ditions were improved, though they still 
were in intensive care. 

Thelma Gaston may have fallen 
through the debris and become trapped. 
When her husband tried to come to her 
aid, he apparently became trapped as well, 
according to Fire Department spokesman 
Kevin MacGregor. 

The Gastons’ neighbors shared O’Neal’s 
shock. They rarely saw the couple— Thel- 
ma, a retired school teacher, and Jesse, a 
retired zoologist. 

“It just brought me to tears to see the 
condition they were found in,” said next- 
door neighbor Reola Valentine, 59, who 
called 311 about 4 p.m. Monday and asked 
for a well-being check that led to their 
discovery 

She said she didn’t know the couple, but 


she had not seen the man mowing his lawn 
for quite some time and saw that his gray 
truck parked outside was accumulating 
parking tickets. 

Over the last few weeks, she said, various 
people came to the Gastons’ door and, when 
their knocks went unanswered, frequently 
came to her to ask if she knew anything. 

Chicago police showed up about 
6:30 p.m. at the home in the 1500 block of 
East 69th Street and noticed an overpow- 
ering odor. Officers called the Fire Depart- 
ment to make a forced entry 

The stench was so strong that fire per- 
sonnel had to don hazardous material suits 
to deal with the debris. Paramedics report- 
ed seeing rodents on the property 

The couple apparently were the only 
residents in the two-story apartment 
building.

Metra boss 
made plea in 
suicide note

A note left by Metra Executive Director 
Phil Pagano before he committed suicide 
May 7 said he had done nothing wrong and 
that he loved Metra, according to a police 
report obtained Tuesday by the Tribune 
from the McHenry County Sheriff’s De- 
partment. 

The note, addressed to Metra Chair- 
woman Carole Doris and board members, 
said: “I am deeply sorry for all that I have 
put you through. With the exception of 
this one mistake I have always done things 
the honest and right way I hope that you 
believe me. Now there is nothing for me to 
lie about. ... On my dying breath you need 
to know this. I love Metra. I gave it my 
all— heart and soul.” 

‘Again on my dying breathe {sic} with 
this one item I have done nothing wrong. 
They [my family] need your help. Please,” 
the note concluded. 

Pagano stepped in front of a Metra train 
about a mile from his Crystal Lake home 
less than two hours before Metra’s board 
was to take up a recommendation that he 
be fired. An investigation ordered by Me- 
tra’s board determined that Pagano had 
taken $475,000 in improper vacation pay 

The five-paragraph note, a copy of which 
was obtained by the Tribune, was typed in 
uppercase letters and addressed, “Dear 
Carole and the board.” 

McHenry County Sheriff Keith Nygren 
said the note had been left in an envelope 
addressed to Doris and left in Pagano’s 
home. Pagano left other notes to his family, 
but the sheriff did not release them, citing 
privacy concerns. 

Pagano asked that Metra “show com- 
passion” to his wife and family “We always 
talked about Metra being a family,” Pagano 
wrote. “I now hope what I did for others 
will be done for me.”

3 killed in 
shooting

Three men were killed Tuesday afternoon in 
an apparent gang- and drug-related shooting 
on the South Side, authorities said. 

All the victims were shot in the head in the 
7600 block of South Coles Avenue outside a 
courtyard apartment building, according to 
authorities. They said two people walked up 
to the men, at least one opened fire on them 
and then fled the scene. The shooting hap- 
pened just west of Rainbow Park Beach. 

One of the victims, Joseph A. Powell, 30, 
was dead on the scene, according to his aunt, 
Georgia Griffin. She said he fixed items in 
people’s houses, a trade he did to support his 
young daughter. 

“He was the kind of guy who could fix any- 
thing,” Griffin said. “He would walk past you 
and ask if you needed help.” 

Officials would not immediately confirm 
the identities of the victims. 

According to authorities and court records, 
Powell and the other two victims — one age 29 
and the other whose 25th birthday was Tues- 
day— have lengthy arrest records. All three 
have drug convictions in their criminal back- 
grounds and one of them has a weapons con- 
viction. Authorities said all the victims had 
gang affiliations.

WASHINGTON A lukewarm endorse- 
ment from Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates and opposition among some Demo- 
cratic lawmakers cast doubt Tuesday on a 
White House-backed proposal to lift the 
ban on gays serving openly in the military 
Conservative Democrats were hesitant 
to back the compromise struck Monday 
by the White House and a small group of 
more liberal lawmakers who fear that re- 
peal efforts will be doomed if Republicans 
regain control of one or both houses of 
Congress after fall elections. 

The plan would overturn the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” law but still allow the military to

decide when and how to implement any 
changes to accommodate the new policy 
President Obama has vowed to help 
repeal the law Gates said Tuesday he sup- 
ports repeal but would prefer that Con- 
gress wait to vote until he can talk to the 
troops and chart a path forward. A study 


ordered by Gates is due Dec. i. 

Some lawmakers took a similar stand. “I 
see no reason for the political process to 
pre-empt it,” Sen. Jim Webb (D-Va.) said of 
the military study 

Gates and Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, say they agree 
that the ban should be lifted, yet want time 
to complete a wide-ranging study on how 
to do so without causing turmoil. 

With the political clock ticking, sev- 
eral lawmakers were planning this week 
to push for an immediate suspension on 
military firings related to sexual orienta- 
tion.

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Buddy Guy shares what to 
expect at his South Loop 
institution’s new location 


By Matt Pais 

When Buddy Guy opened his South Loop 
blues club, Buddy Gu/s Legends, in 1989, 
people told him the place was too big com- 
pared with the city’s many other blues clubs. 
In 2010, with only a fraction of those clubs 
still open and Guy’s spot a well-established 
tourist destination, Guy says, “Now they tell 
me it’s too small.” 

After more than a decade of searching for 
a new space, the legendary guitarist’s institu- 
tion is moving slightly north, from 754 S. Wa- 
bash Ave. to 700 S. Wabash Ave. (Expected 
opening is within the next week.) There, it 
will occupy 16,000 square feet on two floors, 
partly occupying the space that formerly held 
diverse music venue HotHouse. The new 
Legends expects the same capacity down- 
stairs (about 400) but has room for about 
200 upstairs, where people can hang out for 
no cover. Around the bar is more space for 
Guy’s massive collection of blues memora- 
bilia; on the ground level remains the same 
howlin’, flrst-come-flrst-served blues shows, 
now on a bigger stage with better sightlines. 

By phone, while making beans and rice at 
his Orland Park home, Guy 73, who came 
to Chicago from Louisiana in 1957, high- 
lighted what you should know about the new 
club and Chicago’s blues scene. Also worth 
noting: Can anyone else make a cowboy-hat- 
Hawaiian-shirt combo look badass? 

»» In 21 years, Guy says there haven’t been 
21 days he’s been in Chicago and not at Leg- 
ends. “People are surprised. ‘I can’t believe 
you sittin’ here!’ I say, ‘What do you mean? 


I own the place!’ You can’t walk up to Eric 
Clapton and Mick Jagger sitting {at a] bar 
drinking a beer and start a conversation with 
’em. They don’t do that. They don’t even take 
pictures. They don’t even give you autographs 
no more. I sit down at the bar, autograph my 
shirts; I give you my guitar picks; I say cheese 
so much and smile to take a picture, man, 
that my jaws automatically get tired when I 
see someone come in with a camera.” 

»» Some smoky ceiling tile from the old 
spot is used over the front bar to maintain a 
lived-in, smoky feel in the polished, smoke- 


free new spot. “We have had blues clubs, 
and what [a lot of people] talk about is the 
smoke. ... I even had people laughing, [say- 
ing] before I open to the public, I just might 
put two barbecue grills in there and smoke it 
so they can say ‘OK, it do smell smoky’ ” 

»» Why he didn’t move the new location 
farther south, like his old Checkerboard 
Lounge on 43rd Street: “The public 
transportation don’t run at night no more 
like it used to. It used to run 24/7 . 1 used 
to have to catch the bus with my guitar and 
amplifler, man, at {4 a.m.]. I never had to 


wait on the corner more than 10 minutes for 
a bus. You know they don’t run like that no 
more. So you can’t [drink and drive], and you 
can’t walk from the South Side to the Loop. 
Tourists can take a $3.5o/$5 cab ride [to the 
West and South Loop], but if you gotta pay 
$ 6 o-$ 8 o for a cab ride to go all the way to 
79th street from downtown at the Hilton 
and $65 to come back, well you ain’t got 
much money left to spend in Buddy Guy’s 
Legends.” 

»» What people say about the club: 

“Well, so far up until now when people

talk about Legends they say it’s the most 
greatest blues club in the world. So, I don’t 
know, I try to make it like that. I’m going 
to try to make this one hold that tradition 
because you can get off the plane at the 
airport and say ‘Take me to Legends,’ and 
I think 90 percent of the cabdrivers know 
where to go.” 

»» What the blues means to him: “It means 
life to me. I didn’t go to the Army and I 
didn’t finish high school. My mother taken a 
stroke when I graduated to ninth grade and 
that was the end of that, because I’m the old- 
est boy and [living] on a farm. ... I owe my life 
to the blues. And if I had to do it again. I’d do 
the same things again.”

Chicago is the newest home for 
Argentinean-bred spectacle 


By Rebecca Palmore 

Is it a bird? A plane? A Blue Man? No. It’s “Fuerza 
Bnita: Look Up,” a multimedia spectacle with a 
clubby feel from the creative team behind “De La 
Guarda,” a wild, flying party show created in 1993 
that awed crowds around the globe until 2006. 

After seeing “De La Guarda” in Newark, Broad- 
way in Chicago president Lou Raizin decided to 
find a home for it locally “I sent my wife, I sent 
my kids,” he told us recently ‘And I said, ‘TeU me 
I’m crazy’ They came back as big a fan as I was.” Finding the perfect 
spot took serious time— he spent nearly a year eyeing the Grand 
Lobby at Union Station— because of technical challenges. Finally 
he got “Fuerza Bruta,” the team’s follow-up to “Guarda,” to sign on 
at the Auditorium Theatre, where it’s now on sale through July 25. 

We caught up with Raizin and some of the performers and staff 
at a recent press preview and noticed that everyone we spoke to, 
regardless of English proficiency, had this to say: The show is super- 
hard to describe. Here are some attempts we recorded.

Has Chicago ever seen a show iike this? 

Lou Raizin: People often look at performance art- 
type shows and say “Blue Man {Group}.” This is one 
of those types of experiences, but you can’t charac- 
terize this in the same league. This interaction with 
the audience is as much of a dance party as it is a 
theatrical experience. 




Do you get to enjoy Chicago for a while? 

Liz Gonzalez, producer: I leave after the opening, be- 
cause we have four companies {performing the show] 
at the same time. This is the old cast. We call it the 
“Dream Team.” We brought the best {performers} to 
Chicago, so I don’t think that I need to stay

Is the show physically exhausting? 

Martin Buzzo, performer: I would say no, not at all. 
^s, it demands a lot of energy but I think the direc- 
tor gets all these crazy performers that can’t stay 
quiet and still. That’s why we do three shows a night. 


Did you also work on “De La Guarda”? 

Tamara Levinson, performer: Yes. That show was 
so different than this one. That was when Diqui 
{James}— the director— was young and he wanted to 
party To me, this is a more sophisticated version of 
that. I love this one. 


4 . There will be nipple sightings. Don’t be a prude (ugh). Or a 
lech (eww). 

5 . The official capacity of the show is 880. 

6. There are strobe lights and loud noises. 


What is one thing about the show that you really 
love? 

M.B.: There is something about the show that is alive 
in itself It challenges you every night. I’ve been on 
tour for the last four or five years, and doing one 
show so many times is kind of crazy We’re artists. 

We don’t like to go to work from 9 to 5. But the show 
takes me to a place that is amazing. 


What do you love most about it? 

T.L.: The freedom that the actor has. Any show that 
you do, it’s like, “These are your lines. This is where 
you stand. This is what you do.” In this show, it’s the 
opposite. What’s great is that they hire you because 
you’re you, because you have something that’s unique 
to you. It allows you to release and let go, and not 
worry about anything. 


7. The cast wants you to participate. You can embrace this or decline 
the offer. 

8. There is no dialogue in the show, only action. 

9. You can preserve the night for $5 in the lobby photo booth. 

10. Buy early. The first 50 tickets to Tuesday-Thursday shows cost $50.

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NYCs fabulous foursome takes a magic camel ride

If you hadn’t heard that “Sex and the City 2” opens Thursday, you haven’t been 
paying attention— to anything. 

To say there’s buzz about this film is a bit like saying Lady Gaga has something 
of a following. Or Tiger Woods and his wife had a tiff 
After six seasons on HBO, late-night reruns in syndication and a blockbuster 
transition to the big screen two years ago (which earned $415 million worldwide, 
thanks to droves of women who showedup— dressed up— at multiplexes), the 
four letters “SATC” spell a juggernaut franchise. 


Its success is quite a feat, given that it’s not 
an action-adventure flick. Or based on a com- 
ic book. Or starring ... guys. It’s one chic, cin- 
ematic Sherman tank, driven by stars Sarah 
Jessica Parker, Cynthia Nixon, Kristin Davis 
and Kim Cattrall— four women who range 
in age from 44 (Nixon) to 53 (Cattrall). Just 
picture all those Hollywood execs shrugging 
their shoulders, saying, “Go figure.” 

“No other book, movie, TV show or music 
group has gone as far redefining— and ex- 
panding— the relationship between female 
attractiveness and age,” said Caroline Weber, 
a fashion historian and associate professor at 
Barnard College and Columbia University 
Basically she says, “SATC” has “made it per- 
missible for women past 40 to present them- 
selves as sexy It’s a huge milestone in Ameri- 
can popular culture.” 

The sequel boasts the usual “SATC” fare: 
sassy dialogue, fun cameos (Liza Minnelli, 
Miley Cyrus), crazy designer wardrobes. Yep, 
even in a recession. Like the first film, it woos 
with froth, then sneaks in the serious (touch- 
ing on gay marriage, menopause and mother- 
hood woes). Yet the sequel veers decidedly 


more toward romp than realism. 

“Like they did in the Great Depression,” 
said writer-director Michael Patrick King, 
referring to glam 1930s flicks, “I thought 
Hollywood should take people on a big vaca- 
tion that maybe they couldn’t afford them- 
selves.” 

That means ditching “The City” for a road 
trip to Abu Dhabi. Sort of The Manhattan 
shoots were mobbed by devoted fans and pa- 
parazzi last year. A zoomed-in photo of Cat- 
trall, holding a script (inadvertently revealing 
a snippet of dialogue) was overanalyzed by 
bloggers. 

Morocco— where they actually shot the 
‘Abu Dhabi” scenes— was a welcome relief 

Yet even there, they were known. “That 
was kind of surprising,” Cattrall said. “{They} 
kept calling us by our characters’ names.” 

The audience is broad. Even straight men, 
Parker said, are fessing up. Just a couple years 
ago, “at the luggage carousel. I’d get”— then 
she whispered— “ ‘I watch your show’ They’d 
say, ‘My wife, my girlfriend, forced me.’ Now 
they volunteer more freely the fact that oc- 
casionally they even watch it on their own.”

The film surely will spark controversy The 
poster has caused a stir, with print and online 
media noting the women’s ruthlessly Photo- 
shopped images. “They look like they’ve been 
molded out of wax,” Weber said. “SATC” may 
insist women are beautiful at any age, but ap- 
parently Warner Bros, isn’t so sure. 


Whether a recessionary audience views 
the romp as refreshing or way over the top is 
yet to be seen. And let’s just say that letting 
Samantha loose in a souk (an Arabian market- 
place) with shorts and attitude may not grow 
the brand in more conservative parts of the 
Muslim world. (At press time, it was unclear 
if United Arab Emirates censors would let the 
movie be shown in Abu Dhabi.) 

But one thing that’s clear, Parker said, is 
“SATC’s” commitment to women. Which 
maybe needed more than ever, she said, given 
the slew of so-called reality shows and their 
rude, crude female cast members.

“Tliere’s tliis beacon we seem to be 
moving toward where women are really 
unl^iind to one another, and call each 
other horrible names, and there’s a ver- 
nacular our ears have adapted to, which 
I find really objectionable,” she said. 
“When I look at a lot of what’s available 
on television, and see how women treat 
each other, it’s stunning to me— it’s ar- 
resting.” 

The success of “SATC,” she said, 
gives her hope that there’s still a place 
“to illustrate that women would much 
rather be allies than ... adversaries.”

Have a tough fitness question? Getting a 
clear answer can be difficult. Fitness enthu- 
siasts looking for information have to consider 
the source. Professionals with formal backgrounds 
in kinesiology can provide insight grounded in re- 
search. With the help of two kinesiologists, here are 
answers to some complex fitness questions: 


How often should 
you exercise? 

“You need to accumulate a mini- 
mum of four hours of exercise 
a week for general health,” said 
Eric Cressey, who owns Cressey 
Performance in Hudson, Mass. 
‘Td like to see more around six 
hours.” Exercisers with less time 
to commit to fitness should 
establish a baseline of activ- 
ity-walking the dog, cycling 
to work, gardening-and then 
add a blend of aerobic and re- 
sistance training three to five 
times per week, said Kent J. 
Adams, director of the Exercise 
Physiology Lab at California 
State University, Monterey Bay. 


How can you burn fat? 

“Trainers love to tell people 
there is this optimal fat burning 
zone, but the mathematics don’t 
work out,” Adams said. 

To best burn fat, Adams recom- 
mends having a varied intensity 
training program that incorpo- 
rates both high and low interval 
activities. 

Exercisers are also recommend- 
ed to focus on fat away from 
the gym. “Get your diet in line,” 
Cressey said. “Reduce carbohy- 
drates, particularly refined ones. 
Every time we eat carbs, we 
secrete insulin, which we know 
works counter to burning fats.” 


What are the best 
mid-workout fuels— 
excluding gel packs 
and power bars? 

Put away the protein bars-both 
Cressey and Adams said the 
average exerciser needs only 
water during a long workout. 
Endurance athletes, such as 
marathon runners, can use gel 
packs and Cressey said there 
is some research suggest- 
ing these products improve 
recovery. 

Post-workout fuel is important 
and Cressey recommends a 
low-carb option such as fruit 
yogurt. 


What should you do 
when you want to quit? 

Even the most committed find 
themselves watching the gym 
clock slowly tick. In low mo- 
ments, Adams recommends 
switching activities. “Mental and 
physical rest is part of your vari- 
ation in training,” Adams said. 
Mental rest can mean taking a 
break from the treadmill and 
trying a running trail. Or swap- 
ping a cycling session for a 
spin class. Another option is to 
pair up with a training partner. 
“That’s the value of a work- 
out partner,” Cressey said.

Many wines— not just pricey selections— can benefit from decanting. 
Decanting is the act of transferring wine from the bottle to a glass 
carafe or decanter. 

Decanting serves two purposes. By pouring wine into a decanter 
you expose it to oxygen, which softens the texture and allows the wine 
to breathe before you drink it. Decanting also separates the sediment 
and sludge that develop in older wines (often lo-plus yeai^). 

Sediment is allowed to settle at the base of the bottle (think of the 
grounds in a pot ofTurkish coffee) and then the wine slowly is 
poured into a clear vessel. Sommeliers often use a flash- 
light or candle to illuminate the neck of the bottle. The 
appearance of a cloud of sediment is the signal for 
the sommelier to stop decanting. The aromatics 
of older wines often can be quite fragile 
and fleeting, so it is important 




to not decant the wine too 
far in advance or it may taste 
dull and flat. 

Decanting also is a 

good way to open up the texture and aroma 
of tight, concentrated young red and 
white wines. If a wine feels 
closed, tough or “grippy” on 
the palate, a little air probably 
will do it some good. Essential- 
ly, decanting allows air to pass 
through wine, which can soften 
the mouth feel and enhance the 
aroma, 

I like to think of decanting as yoga 
for wine. Breathing and stretching 
exercises can help relax tight muscles 
and the same can be said for wine. 

The process for decanting younger 
wines is much less complicated than 
that for older wines because there is 
no worry about sediment. Simply open 
the bottle and stream the wine down 
the sides of a decanter. 'ITie streaming 
is important as it allows maximum 
o:j^gen exposure. 

Decanters come in all shapes, 
sizes and price points. Choose 
one that has a wide shoul- 
der and is easy to 
handle.
